of this cereal in that section, 
and its 


adaptation 
to the two or three crops 


per annum system, willmake it a lead- 
ing staple. 
Where will our farmers 


find a market 
for all they can raise? 


Owing to the cheapness 
of wheat and 


the education 
of the people, 
the con- 


sumption of corn 
meal in California 


is small, and it is not likely that our 
farmers will attempt to compete with 
the Western 
article in the European 


markets. 
Any surplus must therefore 


be converted 
into nog 
meat. 
When 


the price goes below forty or fiftycents 
per bushel, farmers 
will find 
that it 


willpay to go into hog raising. 
There 


is a good market 
on this coast for this 
kind of live stock for immediate con- 
sumption 
and for packing. 
The de- 


mand for meats in Europe is so far in 
excess of the supply that it is not like- 
ly that bacon will fall below a paying 
rate for several years.
